THE city’s homeless problem is 
bigger than many would realise with 
thousands of people being 
refused help every year, a OneMK 
investigation has found. 

After the tragic death of Tony Porter 
last month, this newspaper has 
discovered that Milton Keynes 
Council is approached by 2,000 
people every month - but is only able 
to support 200. 


Milton Keynes YMCA, which helps 
500 people each year, has also 
revealed it had to turn away more 
than 600 people in 2015. 

Simon Green, the charity’s director 
of operations, feels the scale of the 
problem the city faces is hidden from 
view and needs to be addressed. 

He said: “I don’t understand why 
the council doesn’t say there’s a huge 
problem. They pretend the problem 
isn’t there and don’t publicise it.” 

According to the council, 29 people 
sleep rough in the city but the YMCA 


thinks the problem is much more 
widespread. 

Mr Green said: “If you are homeless 
you aren’t going to lie somewhere 
where someone with a clipboard can 
find you.” 

The charity works mainly with 
young, homeless people to help them 
with accommodation and teach 
them valuable employability skills. 

One resident at the YMCA is 27-year- 
old Steven Thrussell, who has moved 
from one of the charity’s hostel rooms 
to his own flat. 


He said: “I was freezing in a mouldy 
caravan before I came here, with two 
bacterial infections and this was a 
godsend. I knew I was going to keep 
getting sick if I stayed there.” 

The charity will lose all of its coun¬ 
cil funding next year and have to 
become self-sufficient if it is to 
continue to help the city’s homeless. 

“I would probably have died in that 
caravan,” Steven added. 

“If there’s not a place like this to go 
to, there will be more deaths on the 
street.”

Man dies after 
chip pan fire 

A MAN in his 60s was killed in a 
house fire on Sunday night. 

About 20 firefighters were called 
to Fishermead at 11.09pm and 
rescued a woman from the fire. 

Police believe the man - who died 
at the scene of the fire in 
Fishermead Boulevard - attempted 
to extinguish it in the kitchen. 

Buckinghamshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has confirmed the blaze in 
the three-storey house was caused 
by overheated oil in a chip pan. 

Flowers have been left outside the 
home and Fishermead Residents’ 
Association has offered support to 
the family. 

A spokesman said: “We want to 
give the family space at this time, 
but if they want any help we would 
like them to contact us.” 

An inquest into the man’s death is 
due to open on Friday.

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Driver jailed for 
death of a child 

A LORRY driver who killed a 
seven-year-old boy after 
crashing into the back of a 
broken-down car was jailed for 
four years on Monday. 

As previously reported by 
OneMK, Christopher Mallett, 

34, of Clyde Place, Bletchley, 
killed Mohammed Ali Ahmed in 
the crash on the A4146 on March 
20, 2015. 

Judge Sheridan said: “I cannot 
understand how anybody 
cannot have seen that vehicle.” 

Found guilty of causing death 
by dangerous driving, Mallett 
was also banned from driving 
for three-and-a-half years and 
must take an extended test 
before he can get behind the 
wheel again. 

Banning orders 
for Dons fans 

FOUR MK Dons fans have been 
given a nine-month football 
banning order after anti-social 
behaviour in the away end at 
QPR on October 24. 

The club has also dealt with 
another fan who let off a flare 
against Northampton Town. 

Dons have vowed to hold fans 
responsible for unacceptable 
behaviour to account after some 
said they wouldn’t travel to 
away games until the problems 
were resolved.

‘We want our 
sundial back’

A CAMPAIGN has been launched for 
the return of a sculpture after it was 
gifted to a museum in Cornwall. 

Commissioned in 1982, the Equatorial 
Sundial was one of three sculptures 
designed by renowned artist Wendy 
Taylor in the city. 

But in March 2015, the sculpture - 
which sat outside the Vodafone office in 
Buckingham Road, Bletchley - was 
gifted to the Telegraph Museum in 
Porthcurno. 

And Ian Michie, chairman of the 
Public Arts Trust in Milton Keynes, is 
desperate for Vodafone to ‘do the right 
thing’ and bring the sundial back. 

After Mr Michie’s initial complaints, 
the company originally agreed to 
organise the sculpture’s return. 


But Vodafone now insist it is between 
the Public Arts Trust and the Telegraph 
Museum to negotiate bringing the sun¬ 
dial back. 

Mr Michie said: “No-one had spoken 
to the parish councils and they did not 
consult residents or Wendy herself. 

“Ideally, I want the sculpture donated 
back to Milton Keynes and I want 
Vodafone to pay for everything.” 

Despite being gifted to them, the 
sundial is currently sat in storage under 
tarpaulin as the Telegraph Museum is 
unable to support and display the 
sculpture. 

Ms Taylor herself has labelled the situ¬ 
ation a ‘complete fiasco’ and says the 
sundial being ‘in limbo’ means the 
Porthcurno museum are also victims. 

The Telegraph Museum has told 
OneMK it is happy to discuss the future 
position of the sculpture.

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Mum’s warning 
after fever case

A MUM has warned others 
after her daughter got scarlet 
fever and the area was named 
as one of the worst places in 
the UK for the number of 
cases. 

According to Public Health 
England, the East Midlands 
has seen the highest number 
of reports of scarlet fever in 
the season so far, with 15.1 
cases per 100,000 people, with 
Thames Valley fourth highest 
with 10.7 per 100,000. 

And Debbie Pearson, 50, a 
carer from Heelands, has seen 
her daughter Sydney, eight, 
suffering from the bacterial 
infection all week, after 
initially thinking it was just a 
minor viral infection. 



But after realising it was in 
fact scarlet fever, Ms Pearson 
has warned other parents. 

“You might just brush it off 
as a viral infection but it’s 


not,” she said. “I was ill myself 
last week with similar symp¬ 
toms but then I was better by 
the end of the week. 

“By Sunday night Sydney 
was ill and I assumed she had 
what I’d had. But then late 
Monday night she was really 
quite poorly. She started to get 
a rash all over her. 

“On Wednesday I put her in 
the bath and I said ‘can I look 
at your tongue?’ and her 
tongue was bright red. The 
rash had started to itch as 
well. It reminded me of a 
strawberry.” 

Sydney’s temperature rose 
to a whopping 40 degrees and 
Ms Pearson was struggling to 
keep her temperature down. 

After looking online she 
realised Sydney had scarlet 
fever.

‘You’ll become 
a drug dealer’ 



POLICE are warning sellers 
of legal highs in Milton 
Keynes that they will soon be 
illegal drug dealers. 

Changes to the law expected 
to come into force early next 
month will mean sellers of 
New Psychoactive Substances 
(NPS), aka legal highs, could 
face up to seven years in 
prison. 

OneMK has launched a 
campaign with police, the 
city’s MPs, Milton Keynes 
Council and drugs advisers 
Compass to explain the 
dangers of NPS, why they are 
becoming illegal and where to 
go for help and advice. 

Detective Inspector Ian 
Jarvis, from Milton Keynes 
Force CID, will be visiting 
areas in Milton Keynes to 
warn people of the changes. 

He said: “Our visits will 
include petrol stations, tattoo 
parlours, corner shops, pop¬ 
up shops and festivals. 

“When the law comes in 
it will be an offence to 
sell and we will be 
out on operations to 
search, seize and 
destroy anything 
being sold. 

“Even if you are 
sharing NPS with

NFS is taken off the streets 


SINCE 2011 police have 
restricted the supply of New 
Psychoactive Substances 
(NPS) and worked with 
Trading Standards on 
intelligence that drugs being 
sold contained illicit 
substances. 

Officers have executed 
three raids on NPS sellers 
and seized numerous 


substances, including some 
which are now illegal. 

Between July and August 
2013, police worked with the 
owners of MK’s outdoor 
market to stop a trader from 
selling legal highs on his 
stall. 

Officers also worked with 
the Agora centre in Wolverton 
to withdraw the tenancy of a 


shop that openly sold NPS to 
youths. This dispersed a lot 
of associated anti-social 
behaviour. 

Police received co-operation 
from the owners of Pink 
Punters in Fenny Stratford, 
which realised poppers were 
dangerous and immediately 
withdrew them from sale and 
provided advise to members.

A FENCE along the central reser¬ 
vation of Tongwell Street has 
been deliberately vandalised in 
order to allow people to danger¬ 
ously cross the high-speed road. 

Milton Keynes Council has 
installed safety fences on central 
reservations to prevent people 
crossing dual carriageways after 
a string of recent deaths on some 
of the city’s grid roads. 

But a vandal has ripped a hole in 
the fence in Tongwell Street to 
allow people to continue the 
dangerous practice. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
council installs safety 
fences on central reservations to 
prevent people from crossing the 
city’s dual carriageways for their 
safety and protection. 

“There are always safer places to 
cross nearby such as underpasses 
or footbridges. 

“Unfortunately the damage to 
this fencing was an act of deliber¬ 
ate vandalism in order to contin¬ 
ue crossing the high speed roads, 
which sadly happens very often to 
this type of fencing and only 
results in lives being put at risk. 

“We would urge anyone who 
witnesses these fences being 
damaged to call police on 101.” 

The fence in Tongwell Street 
was erected in response to the 
death of 21-year-old Victoria 
Rhodes, who was killed on March 
3, 2014, trying to cross the dual 
carriageway. 

In April 2015, this newspaper 
launched our Walk Safe 
campaign in partnership with 
the council to improve the city’s 
redways and underpasses. 

Plans include making walking 
routes to schools more interesting 
and getting younger people into 
the habit of using redways and 
underpasses for leisure.

Man dies in crash

A DRIVER has died following 
a collision on the A509 and 
police are appealing for 
information. 

The man was driving a blue 
Jaguar, which was involved in 
a collision with a white heavy 
goods vehicle on the north¬ 
bound carriageway at 
Newport Pagnell, near 
Chicheley Hill, at about 8am 
last Wednesday.

A LOCAL centre, that 
could include an Asda 
supermarket, will be built 
on an estate - despite 
concerns over traffic. 

The approval of the 
plans in Newton Leys by 
Milton Keynes Council’s 
development control 
committee on Thursday 
brings to an end a seven 
year wait for local 
amenities by residents. 

Sports facilities, chil¬ 
dren’s play areas, a 
primary school, nursery, 
care home, pub and seven 
retail and 34 residential 
units will also be built. 

Newton Leys Residents’ 
Association chairman 
Ethan Wilson said people 
living in the community 
had waited long enough 
for a centre. 

“We have 48 per cent of 
the site occupied and I 
know of one resident who 
wants to leave because 
there are no facilities,” he 
added. 

“People who live in 
Newton Leys love living 
there and by having a 


local centre we will end 
up having a stronger 
community.” 

Just four members of 
the committee voted in 
favour of the application, 
with three against, two 
abstentions and one not 
taking part in the vote. 

However an ‘informa¬ 
tive’ was added to Taylor 
Wimpey South Midlands’ 
application to ensure it 
works with Newton 
Longville Parish Council 
to address the authori¬ 
ty’s concerns over traffic. 

Chairman of the com¬ 
mittee Andrew Geary 
said: “We have a policy of 
infrastructure before 
expansion and I think 
seven years of waiting is 
long enough.” 

Newton Longville 
parish councillor Ian 
Whipp said he was 
concerned about the 
extra traffic that would 
be created in the village 
by people using it as a rat 
run. 

He said: “The traffic 
will make our situation 
worse and traffic 
volumes will increase 
dramatically.”

2019.

Milton Keynes Council has

Paul Griffiths from Age UK 
Milton Keynes said: “This 
means they will have to go to 
Westcroft or Wolverton - do 
these surgeries have enough 
space for them?” 

Mr Griffiths also said he has 
lost confidence in NHS 
England and many elderly 


people are worried about 
access to GPs. 

Dr Nicola Smith, chairman 
of NHS Milton Keynes 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: “While these 
plans are in development, 
surrounding practices will 
take on new patients. 

“We understand the impor¬ 
tance of good access to GP 
services and the majority of 
GP practices across Milton 
Keynes offer extended open¬ 
ing hours.”

But a local franchise owner 
has told OneMK there have 
only been isolated incidents 
of anti-social behaviour in his 
restaurants. 

After a UK McDonald’s out¬ 
let banned all under-18s from 
eating in the restaurant 
unless they were with an 
adult, we asked you whether 
you would support a similar 
ban. 

And 49 per cent of you said 
you would, with 46 per cent 
saying they wouldn’t, while 
the remaining five per cent 
weren’t sure. 

But Ken Tomkins, a 
McDonald’s franchisee in 
Milton Keynes, said the ban 
- which has happened at an 
outlet in Stoke - must have 
been a ‘last resort’ and doesn’t 
feel it is necessary here. 

He said: “It’s very sad to 
hear that sort of thing. That 



must be an absolute last 
resort. 

“It’s clearly a very strong 
statement to have to make.” 

Although he doesn’t support 
a ban, Mr Tomkins has 
experienced some cases of 
anti-social behaviour in his 
restaurants. 

He said: “We did have a case 
not long ago where guys were 
causing problems and we did 
effect a ban on that group.” 

The outlet in Meir Park, 
Stoke, listened to police 
advice and chose to enforce 
the ban, after eight youths 
were arrested and two weap¬ 
ons were recovered following 
an incident last month.

Tackling should be 
part of school rugby’

BANNING tackling in school 
rugby matches would mean 
‘it wouldn’t really be rugby 
any more’, according to a 
coach. 

More than 70 health and 
medical experts have urged 
schools in Milton Keynes and 
across the UK to ban contact 
in rugby matches. 

But a coach and headteach¬ 
er from St Paul’s Catholic 
School in Leadenhall, which 
prides itself on its rugby, feel 
if tackling is done safely and 
properly and pupils are given 
the proper coaching, then it is 
fine to keep it in school 
matches. 

And according to OneMK’s 
online poll, only 11 per cent of 
you said you thought rugby 
should be banned, with 86 
per cent saying it should be 
kept, while three per cent 
weren’t sure. 

Chief medical officers wrote 
to ministers saying the risk of 
injury for players aged under 
18 is high. 

They want school matches 
to become non-contact and 
take the form of‘touch’ rugby.

Olney burglary 
‘breakthrough’

RESIDENTS in Olney have 
been told police do not know 
if burglars may strike again, 
despite a ‘breakthrough’. 

As reported by OneMK last 
week, five burglaries took 
place in the town overnight 
on February 24 to 25. 

Sergeant Andy Paulden, who 
is in charge of 12 officers in 
the area, told a packed public 


meeting at the Olney Centre 
on Thursday evening that the 
registration number of the 
vehicle believed to have been 
used in the burglaries had 
been taped over to stop CCTV 
cameras identifying it. The 
suspected burglar had also 
covered their face. 

“We have had a break¬ 
through though and hopeful¬ 
ly we can provide an update 
in the not-too-distant future 
on this,” he added. 


But when asked to reassure 
residents that more burglaries 
won’t happen, he said: “I don’t 
know and it would be foolish 
of me to say that the chances 
are less because I don’t know 
how these people think.” 

Some residents questioned 
the 14-minute response time 
it took for officers to arrive in 
Olney on the night, but Sgt 
Paulden said officers did what 
they could to get there as soon 
as possible.

MK LIFE’S pet expert Dr 
Amy Converse, from 
Vets4Pets in Bletchley, tells 
readers why rabbits are 
not just for Easter... 


EASTER is quickly 
approaching and many people 
consider buying a rabbit at this 
time of year as a present. 

It is important to remember 
that animals are living, 
breathing creatures that need 
care for their whole lives and 
rabbits are no different. 

Having a rabbit as a pet 
should be a carefully 
considered decision and should 
not be taken lightly, which is 
why getting a rabbit as a gift is 
not always advisable. 

Having a rabbit is a seven to 
10-year commitment. They 
are delicate creatures that have 
complex dietary needs and 
housing requirements. 

Many rabbits end up in 
shelters when the newness 
wears off and they can often 
become neglected if the 
decision to get one is not taken 
carefully. 

Many times rabbits are 
bought for children. 

Having pets and interacting 
with animals is excellent for 
children, but it is also 
important to remember that 
rabbits are not toys and 
typically do not like being 


picked up and cuddled, which 
is what many children like to do 
with pets. 

If owning a rabbit, an adult 


should be the main caretaker 
and care should be taken to 
avoid injury when rabbits are 
handled.

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Jaguar XF 

X MARKS THE SPOT 

Jaguar’s XF is back. If you thought the Big Three 
German brands had the executive car sector sewn 
up, think again. Lighter, more spacious, better 
looking and a whole lot more efficient, the XF 
range throws down one enormous gauntlet. Like its 
German rivals, it can now offer AWD too. And a set 
of efficiency figures that are tough to beat in this 
segment. 

The XF range hinges around 2.0-litre diesel four- 
cylinder engines and while that doesn’t sound 
too exciting, it’s where the big sales are. These 
engines are offered in 163 and 180PS guises and 
are built around the company’s latest aluminium 
architecture, which it calls ‘Ingenium’. Go for the 
pokier 180PS unit and you get the option of AWD. 
Shared with the smaller XE, these Ingenium engines 
are backed up by more conventional ones, a 300PS 
twin-turbocharged 3.0-litre diesel V6 and a 380PS 
supercharged 3.0-litre petrol V6. The top diesel 
cranks out 700Nm and can rocket to 62mph in just 
5.8 seconds. The 180PS four-cylinder diesel takes 8 
seconds to get to 62mph and runs out of steam at 
136mph. The petrol engine has been purloined from 
the F-TYPE sportster and is reserved exclusively for 
the racy XF S. Matched to an eight-speed automatic 
transmission, this model is capable of covering the 
0-62mph sprint in 5.1 seconds on its way to an 
electronically-limited maximum speed of 155mph. 
The chassis delivers near perfect 50:50 weight 
distribution and huge strides have been made to 
improve refinement. The XF shares its suspension 
set-up with the smaller XE model, which means 
struts with double wishbones at the front and an 
‘integral link’ independent set-up at the rear. The 
steering uses the same electric power-assisted 
set-up as the Jaguar F-Type and XE, while active 
dampers are on the options list. 

The styling of the XF has been subtly massaged 
to give it a more purposeful look. The curves have 
been retained but they now look more muscular. 
The front end borrows styling cues from sporty 
Jaguar coupes to give it a more dynamic look. The 


aluminium-intensive design shaves up to 190kg off 
the kerb weight. The 163PS diesel model weighs 
fully 80kg less than its nearest competitor. Size 
hasn’t been sacrificed at the altar of weight though; 
at 4,954mm long, the XF is still a big car. The 
2,960mm wheelbase is 51mm longer than before. 
Though 7mm shorter and 3mm lower than the 
original XF, rear seat space is class-leading thanks 
to 15mm more legroom, 24mm more kneeroom 
and up to 27mm more headroom than before. 
Aerodynamics are also superior: the drag coefficient 
drops from 0.29 to just 0.26. 

The interior has come in for a rethink and Jaguar has 
worked to retain the same strong horizontal lines 
of the original XF fascia but render them in higher 
quality materials with a more mature design ethos. 
The layered instrument panel, now with Jaguar 
signature ‘Riva Hoop’ inspired byXJ, continues into 
the door, creating a unique cabin feel. The doors 
offer an optional soft-close function, and there’s 
plenty of natural light flooding the cabin. If you want 
more, you can specify a panoramic sunroof. The 
rear bench also features a more practical 40:20:40 
split, making it easier to through-load bulky items 
such as skis. The boot has the option of a power 
close function. 

We really ought to know better by now. Perhaps it’s 
because for so long we expected Jaguar to swing 
and miss that it’s still somewhat dizzying when the 
company pulls a world-class product out of the bag, 
as it now does with regularity, to give the company 
its due. It’s almost as if we expect the whole edifice 
to come falling down, but it doesn’t. Investment 
from TATA goes in, excellent cars come out. 

The XF was beginning to feel its age in the face 
of some formidable rivals, and nothing less than a 
ground-up redesign was going to cut it. What’s so 
masterful about this true second generation XF is 
how cannily Jaguar have kept and built upon the 
good bits and been realistic about where the old 
car’s weaknesses were. Now you really can have a 
beautiful executive class car, with a great reliability 
record that looks a million pounds, is built in Britain 
and sips fuel like a supermini. These truly are 
amazing times.

MORE than 4,000 runners took 
part in the four races that made 
up the Milton Keynes Festival of 
Running on Sunday.
